When De Valera appeared 


on the scene thousands were 
around;the platform and he 
was given a tumultous wel- 
come. 
Then a voice was 


heard shouting, "The soldiers 
are coming." and immediate- 
ly a large body of militia 
with armed cars surrounded 
the platform. 


The crowd stampeded in all 


directions. The soldiers fired 
volley after volley over the 
platform and the heads of the 
crowd. The great gathering 
became more panic stricken 
as the shots were fired. 


Women shrieked and faint- 


ed and some were badly in- 
jured in the confusion.

was reported a number of 
people were wounded.

The Standard Company insists it Is 
losing- money on every gallon sold at 
the reduced price, but will continue 
the new price as long as it is neces- 
sary to meet competition. It denies 
any intention of freezing- out the in- 
dependents, amd explains . that 'the 
gasoline- offered in South Dakota at 
16 cents, was bought from bankers, 
who had foreclosed loans and the 
producers -were forced to sell for any 
price they could get.

Part of her duties was to care 
for all the live-stock and do the rnilk- 
inij, in adition to practically all of 
th- house work. She was given tcrapo 
to eat and on rare occasions, when 
the market was dul, perhaps an egg 
for breakfast, w:th hard bread and 
black coffee.

who turns to Carl Van Vechten's 


book, "The Blind Bow-Boy/' should 
be eternally grateful to the author 
for his painstaking care in setting 
forth the meaning of his work. 


Having completed the book, Van 


Vechtcn went before a notary to take 
oath that his on./ pupose 1-n writing 
the book was to amuse. 
Ho asseve- 


rates that no ideas are concealed be- 
neath its surface. 


It is well, too. that the jacket blurb 


proclaims that the book is neither 
romantic, realistic, life or art. 
It's this way — there isn't anything 


below the surface of the book and 
there isn't any mea/ning on the sur- 
face. Then, why is a book? • 
The author says he would 'Hike to 


have his book described as ''a cartoon 


j for 
a stain-glassed 
window." 
He 


would have his readers imagine the 
attitudes 
of 
his 
characters, 
now 


sketched rudely in black and white. 
as they will appear when clothed in 
their final brilliant 
and 
lumimous 


colors. 


To this reader, the book seemed 


full of color, of fleshly skyrockets and 
flamingo feather dusters, red balls of 
fire without definite outline. 
Con- 


sider the personae dramatis of the 
story and you may gather what I 
mean.

The central figure is a. youth who 
has been reared by a maiden aunt. 


I He meets his father for the first time 
wh&n he is 21. The father turns him 
over to a tutor in worldliness. a man 
with no moral sense. The father pur- 
poses that the boy shall see life in 
full before he tries to shape his ca- 
reer. 


The youth. Harold Prewitt, is in- 


stalled "in a. Gramercy Park apart- 
ment with a well-supplied cellar and 
twin beds -and a very discreet butler. 


Harold's tutor introduces nim to 


Campas-pe Lorillard, a woman of 30, 
who is bored by her husband, who 
dearly loves her two s&as whom she 
sees about twice a year, who ad- 
dresses her mother as Fannie, who 
tantalizes men who hope, in vain, for 
her favor. 
Harold and Campaspe and others 


of this wild-goose clique rescue a 
starving snake-charmer at Coney Is- 
land. 
This girl. Zimbule O'Grady, is 


a perfect laboratory specimen 'of fe- 
minine physique, empty of mentality 
and full of passion. 
The latter cir- 


cumstance makes her very attractive 
to almost everyone except Harold. 


One night Harold returns to his 


apartment 
to trip over 
Zirnbule's 


daintiest garments. He flees from the 
apartment, realizing that if Zimbule's 
garments were o-n the floor they were 
not on her. 
It turns out that the girl Harold 


loves is Carnpsspe's sister and so 
Campaspe 
arranges 
the 
marriage 


When the bride suggests that Harold 
£ro to work and quit sponging off his 
dad. who is in the cloak and suit bus- 
iness, Harold deserts her. 
By this time Zimbule is a movie 
star and lives in a Riverside apart- 
ment. 
Her "angel" is Campaspe's 


husband. 
Harold becomes Zimbule's leading

man in the movies, not being quali- 
fied to do anything else, and sUso her 
leadi ngrnan in private life. 


The book propitiously comes to an 


end on a Christmas Day. 
Campaspe 


thinks she is going to Europe alone, 
but she finds Harold and a titled Jib- 
ertine have followed her. 
They "are 


all going somewhere, but they don't 
know where. 
And this reader, for 


one, 
doesn't care •where. 


The vstory and its characters have 


been fairly we!! sketched in this brief 
outline, I believe. 
Some of the at- 


mospnere is missing, since the homes 
into which this paper goes contain, 
for the most part, normal beings. And 
the book is largely an adventure in 
libidinosity. 


A book should have the swiftness 


of melodrama, the lightness of farce 
to be a real contribution to thought. 
Plot is certainly unimportant in the 
novel; character drawing a silly de- 
vice. Growth of character in a novel 
is nonsense. 
People never change. 


The paragraph above does not rep- 


resent this writer's opinion. The sen- 
tences are literal quotations 
from 


"The Blind Bow-Boy." 
la. that pas- 
sage you may glimpse Van Vechten's 
philosophical convolutions. You may 
also be able to see through this re- 
viewer's attitude toward Van Vech- 
ten's philosophy. 
The truth of the matter is that I 


am.still pretty thick with Ohio River 
water, despite the immense amount 
of the wine of life I have sipped in 
New York. As much as I would like 
to, and as much as I sometimes try, 
I can't shed the thin skin I wore 
••wav out there in the open places; 
I can't help but believe that the nor- 
mal life is the full life. 
And thus I believe Van vechten 
and his non-conformist ideas dead 
wrong;. "Why, the man will not even 
clothe his printed 
conversation in 


quotation marks!
